Heinrich Himmler, tho Gestapo 
chief, apparently wanted the 
work to continue, Schreiber sald, 
but General Blohmer,’ the man 
appointed by Goering to carry it 
out told him “Tg you want to carry: 
out an epidemic on a -large scale 
you ‘must hava a_ prepared 
laboratory and: trained personnel. 

“If bubonic plague is to be 
used when military operations 
are so near tho borders of Ger- 
many, special protection for Ger- 
man troops and the elvillan popu- 
lation Is cssentt{al,” .
